WASHINGTON (AP) - 
When 


a housewife goes to market she 
often finds the food specials cost 
more than advertised or may 
not be there at all, the Federal 
Trade Commission says. 


The FTC investigation last 


summer of 137 stores belonging 
to 10 food chains in San Francis- 
co and Washington showed a 
"total of 11 per cent of the ad- 
vertised items in the two cities 
were found to be unavailable, 
and only eight of the 137 stores 
checked had every advertised 
item available." 


The findings were released as 


the FTC opened hearings today 
on an proposed commission rule 
to require food markets to spe- 
cifically state in their advertis- 
ing what stores have the bar- 
gains, and that specials go at 
the advertised price or below. 


Supporters of the rule and 


consumer 
groups were sched- 


uled for the early part of the 
hearings. The chains and their 
trade associations will appear In 
a Ma rcli session. 


The FTC report further said 


the shortage 
of bargains was 


more acute In low-Income or 
ghetto areas. 


On pricing, the FTC found 8 to 


9 per cent of the Items' mis- 
priced compared to the 
ads,

"In a very substantial majori-

NEW YORK (AP) _ Praised 


by some and scorned by others, 
Curt Flood's controversial law 
suit against the baseball reserve 
clause goes to court today. 


At stako In the star outfield- 


er's action in Federal Court Is 
part of the game's structure- 
that which binds a player to a 
team until he is traded or re- 
tires. 


Flood Is asking the major 


leagues to show cause why they 
should not be enjoined from ex- 
ercising the reserve clause and 
force Flood's trade- from the St. 
Louis Cardinals to the Philadel- 
phia Phillies. 


Flood, a $90,000-a-yearplayer 


traded during the off-season, 
has 
complained the 
reserve 


clause puts him In "a state of 
involuntary servitude." 


Flood has retained Arthur J. 


Goldberg, the former associate 
justice of the Supremo Court, to 
represent him. The Flood case, 
No. 35 on the court's calendar 
was expected to be heard today'. 


Marvin Miller, head of the 


Major League Baseball Players' 
Association, has restated its 
support of Flood. The associa- 
tion charges that the 24 club 
owners, named in the suit, had 
tried to "delude" the players 
into believing the issue would Iv 
settled by a joint study. 


However, in a statement Sat- 


unlay, the two league presi- 
dents-Joe Croniu of the Ameri- 
can League and Charles "Chub" 
Feeney of the National-called

ings," the Labor Department 
said In reporting that average 
pay of $117,25 a week last month 
was up $6.87 over the year but 
worth $7.15 less In the market 
place, 


A big December grocery price 


rise of 1.6 per cent, accounting 
for half the month's rise in liv- 
ing costs, wound up 1969 food 
price hikes at a total of 7.2 per 
cent. 


Hamburger at 64.2 cents a 


pound was up 12.3 cents or 24 
per cent over the year, eggs at 
77.9 cents a dozen were up 11.5 
cents or 17 per cent, lettuce was 
9,8 cents or 31 per cent a head 
higher at 40.8 cents and milk 
was 2 cents or 3,6 per cent high- 
er per half-gallon over the year, 
said the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, 


Meat and bread also were 


higher, said the bureau. 


"The costs of services asso- 


ciated with home ownership 
continued their upward trend," 
rising five-tenths of one percent 
in December for a 6.7 per cent 
hike In housing costs for the 
year, It said. 


Clothing and 
transportation 


were up 5.2 per cent each in 
1969, medical care rose 6 per 
cent and recreation 3.8 percent. 


The December hike In overall 


living costs pushed the Consum- 
er Price Index up six-tenths of 
one per cent to 131.3 per cent of 
Its 1957-59 base. 


The Index figure means every 


$10 worth of typical family liv- 
ing costs 10 years ago cost 
$13.13 last month, 76 cents more 
than In 1968.

Q— I have several dark- 


brown moles on my back. 
What causes them? Is there 
any way they can be re- 
moved bthef than by stir- 
gery? 


A— The mole* are heredi- 


tary. It is best not to re- 
move this type of mole un- 
less it appears to be growing 
larger or is subject to irrita- 
tion by your clothing. These 
moles are almost always be- 
nign. They may be removed 
by irradiation with Grenz 
rays or by freezing with car- 
bon dioxide snow. 


Q— What are the charac- 


teristics of a c a n c e r o u s 
mole? What t r e a t m e n t is 
best? 


A — This type of mole is 


likely to be slate gray, black 
or dark blue. Usually, it 
causes no trouble if you let 
it alone but, if it becomes ir- 
ritated, ulcerated or starts 
to enlarge, it has very likely 
changed from a precancer- 
ous to a cancerous stage.

Red> china, 
U.S. Resume 
Treaty Talks

WARSAW (AP) - Envoys of 


the United States and Commu- 
nist China resumed the only for- 
mal contact between their gov* 
emments today after a lapse of 
two years. 


U.S. Ambassador Walter 3. 


Stoessel Jr. arrived at the 
Chinese Embassy in midtown 
Warsaw to confer with Charge 
d'Affalres Lei Yang. Each was 
accompanied by three aides. 


Stoessel arrived in his limou- 


sine two minutes after the 
scheduled Z p.m. starting time. 
He was accompanied by Paul H. 
Kreisberg and Donald M. An- 
derson, State Department China 
experts, and Thomas W. Si- 
mons, an embassy political offi- 
cer. 


In the Nationalist Chinese 


capital of Taipei, the China 
News, an English-language pa- 
per, declared 
that the talks 


"can be regarded as an Ameri- 
can exercise in opportunism." 


The paper said Peking "wants 


nothing less" from the talks 
than U.S. withdrawal from the 
western Pacific and an end to 
American opposition to Red 
Chinese 
membership 
in the 


United Nations. 


Stoessel proposed resumption 


of tin ambassadorial talks last 
month when he ran into 
two 


Chinese diplomats at a Yugo- 
slav fashion show in Warsaw. 
The Nixon administration also 
slightly eased trade and travel 
restrictions pertaining to .Red 
China. 


U.S. 
officials in Washington 


say they expect slow progress in 
the talks and will not be sur- 
prised if there Is no movement 
at all for some months. / 


However, they'said the speed 


and businesslike manner In 
which the Chinese responded to 
the U.S. overtures for discus- 
sions was a good sign. These of- 
ficials believe Peking's border 
quarrel with the Soviet Union is 
causing the Chinese leaders to 
reassess their hostile attitude 
toward the United States. 


Russian diplomats in various 


foreign capitals liave reportedly 
expressed displeasure at the re- 
newal of the talks. But Secre- 
tary of State William P, Rogers 
las emphasized that the United 
Slates is seeking better rela- 
tions with both the Soviet Union 
and Communist China and has 
no Intention of trying to exploit 
the feud between them. 


As It did during the first 13 


years of periodic meetings, the 
Unltc-d States Is expected to pro- 
pose such small, practical steps 
as re-establlsliing direct com- 
munication links between the 
two countries, exchanging such 
specialists as 
public health 


workers, medical researchers 
and journalists; and clearing 
some trade channels.
